Lou Reed, whose band the Velvet Under- 
ground became one of the most influential 
in rock by fusing art and music in 1960s New 
York through its collaboration with artist 
Andy Warhol, died on Sunday at age 71, Roll- 
ing Stone reported. 

The cause of death was not reported, but 
Reed underwent a liver transplant in May 

Reed’s representatives could not immedi- 
ately be reached to confirm the news. 

Online tributes were pouring in on social 
media after a message sent earlier in the day 
on Reed’s Twitter and Facebook pages read 
simply “The Door.” 

The Velvet Underground never achieved 


much commercial success, but revolution- 
ized rock in the 1960s and ’70s with a mix- 
ture of thrashing guitar licks and smooth 
melodies sung by Reed or the sultry German 
model Nico, who briefly collaborated with 
the band at Warhol’s insistence. 

The band has long been recognized as 
a major musical influence on punk and art 
rock, as reflected in a quote often attributed 
to musician Brian Eno: “The first Velvet Un- 
derground album only sold 10,000 copies, 
but everyone who bought it formed a band.” 

An admitted hard drinker and drug user 
for many years, Reed underwent a liver 
transplant earlier this year at the Cleveland 
Mayo Clinic, his wife, Laurie Anderson, told 


The Times of London, after he had canceled 
five California concert dates scheduled in 
April. 

“I am a triumph of modern medicine,” 
Reed posted on his website June i, without 
directly acknowledging the transplant. “I 
look forward to being on stage performing, 
and writing more songs to connect with your 
hearts and spirits and the universe well into 
the future.” 

Some of the Velvet Underground’s best- 
known songs include “Sweet Jane,” “I’m 
Waiting for the Man” and “Heroin.” Reed’s 
most recently released recorded work was 
“Lulu,” a 2011 collaboration with heavy met- 
al act Metallica.

WASHINGTON Two Republican congressmen 
on Sunday defended Washington’s surveil- 
lance programs abroad in reaction to protests 
from allies, after the wide scope of the eaves- 
dropping was revealed this year by former 
spy agency contractor Edward Snowden. 

Mike Rogers (R-Mich.), chairman of the 
House of Representatives intelligence com- 
mittee, said much of the public information 
on those efforts, including allegations that 
the National Security Agency had spied on 
millions of French citizens, was misguided. 

“They are seeing three or four pieces of a 
thousand-piece puzzle and trying to come to 
a conclusion,” he said on CNN’s “State of the 
Nation” program.

GET TO KNOW THE WINNER OF REDEYE’S 
BEST SANDWICH TOURNAMENT

There are things, for all time, which are decidedly the essence of Chicago: 
the Belushis, Michael Jordan, The Second City, thick-fingered Old Style- 
drinking dudes who pronounce the word sausage as “saah-sidge,” the Sears— 
err, Willis —Tower, hot dogs dragged through the garden and deep-dish 
pizza. The most underrated of these, or maybe the least known outside the 
shores of Lake Michigan, is the Italian beef sandwich. 

When I arrived here in 2001, my realtor Joe Quartana, a second-gener- 
ation Irving Park resident and a serious food lover who always “had a guy” 
whenever I needed something done, introduced me to the local delicacy 
Quartana has since then helped me buy and sell three homes, but he changed 
my Chicago life not through realty— it was when he bought me my first beef 


He took me to the original AFs on 
Taylor Street and then Johnnie’s in 
northwest suburban Elmwood Park. He 
saved me embarrassment by warning 
me of the “no cheese” rule, and cut 
down on my dry-cleaning bills by brief- 
ing me on the “Italian stance,” whereby 
you hold the beef at a 45-degree angle to 
the counter and lean over the sandwich, 
so the beef gravy (not jus, not juice, just 
gravy) lands below ya, but not on ya. 

The Italian beef, in case you’re 
not familiar (and that’s doubtful, as 
hundreds of RedEye readers recently 
crowned it the king of all sandwiches 
in our bracket-style Best Sandwich 
Tournament), is usually a cheaper cut 
of beef— top round, butt or sirloin— 
roasted and spiced, drenched in gravy, 
nestled in a crusty white Italian roll and 
topped with either hot or sweet giardi- 
niera. Many Chicagoans often truncate 
this to “giardinere,” but either way, its 
rough translation from Italian is “from 
the garden” and it’s an assortment of 
peppers, celery, carrots and other veg- 
etables packed in oil and occasionally 
vinegar. 

Serve it with cheese, and you’ve got 
a Philly cheesesteak. Add a cup of jus 
on the side and it’s a Erench dip. The 
Erench dip predates the Italian beef 
by 30 years or so, meaning the Italian 
beef is likely a descendant. The local 
origins are murky and contested, but 
most sources agree the originator was 
either Pasquale Scala, who established 
his namesake packing company in 1925 
and served the Depression-era snack at 
weddings, or A 1 Eerreri and his sister- 
and brother-in-law Erances and Chris 
Pacelli Sr., who served it at the original 


Al’s in Little Italy on Harrison and 
Laflin streets in 1938. The Pacellis later 
relocated to 1079 W Taylor St., where 
they remain today 

The beef has made its way 
(through Al’s franchising) as far 
as San Jose, Calif, and Jay 
Leno brought Mr. Beef on 
“Late Night with David 
Letterman” in 1989 (be- 
fore they were archrivals). 

Though it has a storied 
history, Chicagoans 
are often divided on the 
supremacy of beef Royal 
Lichter, a North Side realtor 
and local foodie, said, “The 
idea of Italian beef is great, 
but mostly {are} very poorly 
executed. ... I would not 
feel comfortable repre- 
senting this to any visitor 
or even most Chicagoans. 

It could be Chicago’s gift 
to the world, but not the 
average one.” Alan Lake— 
a local chef and restaurant 
consultant (most recently at 
Chief O’Neill’s), avid LTHforum 
com poster and author of the 
forthcoming book “Garlic 
Manifesto” — grew up 
eating Al’s sandwiches “al 
trunko ... on my brother’s 
deuce-and-a-quarter 
ragtop,” he said. “It’s the 
bee’s knees. The real deal.

Lego love

When Andrew Johnson is out at bars and 
needs an icebreaker, his job comes in handy: 

“The title of Lego Master Model Builder 
is not something you hear very often, so it’s 
always easy to start a conversation,” Johnson 
said. 

Impressing the opposite sex, though, is 
only one of the many perks Johnson enjoys 
since he became a Master Model Builder at 
Legoland Discovery Center Chicago last year. 

Johnson spends his days teaching the 
Schaumburg center’s visitors the latest build- 
ing techniques; planning new installations 
and events; and snapping plastic bricks into 
place in the scaled-down version of Chicago 
the facility maintains, made from more than 
I million Lego pieces. At 25, Johnson is one of 
only five Lego Master Model Builders in the 
country 

“I never realized that this could be a full- 


time position, that this [job] even existed,” 
said Johnson, a DePaul graduate. ‘And 
now I’m here getting to play with toys and 
kids and coming up with all these original 
creations all day It’s definitely something I 
didn’t see coming.” 

In recent weeks, Johnson and his team 
have spent hours building intricate, foot-long 
Lego spiders and larger Lego monsters for 
the “Brick-or-Treat” Halloween festivities. 
Though his roommate disagrees, Johnson 
insists you’re never too old for Lego. 

“The bricks themselves don’t have an age 
limit,” Johnson said. “There are grandparents 
that bring their grandkids [to the Discovery 
Center] and they start out just admiring 
things, and then slowly you see them drawn 
to the bricks. They start to build their own 
things. I find while I’m building. I’ll lose 
track of time. It’s almost therapeutic.”

Lizzy Caplan*s naked truth

Lizzy Caplan was a senior in high school when 
she first experienced the crushing disappoint- 
ment that comes with life as an actress. 

“We did ‘Much Ado About Nothing’ and 
‘Romeo & Juliet.’ And of course I wanted to be 
Juliet, but I got cast as Beatrice,” which made 
her angry she recalls over late-afternoon coffee 
in SoHo at the tail end of a week promoting 
her new Showtime series, “Masters of Sex.” 

With the benefit of hindsight, however, Ca- 
plan is able to see the silver lining. “Thinking I 
knew what I wanted out of my career in high 
school is, like, so naive. Beatrice is a much bet- 
ter role.” 

Her high school drama teacher was clearly 
on to something. It’s hard to imagine Caplan, 
31, as the quintessential moony-eyed romantic. 

Now, she’s earning rave critical notices as a 
character not even Shakespeare could have en- 
visioned. In “Masters of Sex,” she plays Virginia 
Johnson, one half of the famed sex research 
duo Masters and Johnson, whose 1966 tome 
“Human Sexual Response” became an unlikely 
bestseller, shattered myths about the female 
orgasm and helped ignite the Sexual Revolu- 
tion.

“Everything she does is a series of contra- 
dictions,” said the actress, who, much to her 
disappointment, never got the chance to meet 
Johnson. The researcher died in July at age 88. 

Though Caplan would appear to have little 
in common with the farm girl-turned-sex- 
ologist, she found it helpful to focus on their 
points of connection— such as, both she and 
Johnson lost their virginity to their high school 
sweethearts. 

“It was just a completely appropriate, safe, 
lovely way to start experiencing myself as a 
woman.
